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Where Goes the Neighborhood ?!

Whenever you meet someone who has just 
moved into town, a few questions are sure to be 
asked. The most frequent of these are: Where 
does everyone go on a Saturday night? Are 
there any cruisy places? and, What is the 
general personality of the gay community here? 
As previously stated, these are the most 
frequent questions and also the easiest to 
answer. Less frequent are the queries: Are there 
many relevant organizations? and, Where is the 
area’s "Neighborhood"? The first, fortunately can 
be answered after a bit of thought, however, the 
second question tends to bring on a puzzled 
look from the average Lehigh Valley resident. 
Persons who have lived for extended periods in 
other metropolitan areas have often come to use 
this term for the sections of town were large 
numbers of gays and lesbians choose to live. 
The question now becomes, does the area really 
have a "neighborhood"? In Allentown, in years 
past, the downtown area on either side of 
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Hamilton, from Sixth through to about 
Fourteenth street, seemed to be the area where 
the majority of your gay acquaintances lived. 
Unofficially, and in a smaller central radius, this 
area was lovingly known as the "Gay Ghetto". 
Obviously, this was an area appealing to many 
gays and lesbians for several reasons. Houses 
and apartments were always available. Although 
somewhat rustic, they offered unlimited 
decorating possibilities, while being close to the 
bustle of downtown, area bars, and public 
transportation. Ultimately, the price was right and 
you felt relatively safe walking the streets at 
night. Half blocks of some streets even boasted 
a gay residency of 50-80 percent. 

So what happened to these gay sections located 
throughout the "Gay Ghetto"? The Eighties, so it 
would seem, made available new housing 
possibilities for our community. The “in" thing 
was remolding old buildings and warehouses 
into grand apartments. Large, open living 
spaces with fully modern kitchens and 
appliances made these hard to resist if your 
budget could be squeezed. Furthermore, many 
of these new places were offering security to 
some degree, which couldn’t be more welcome 
at a time when our area was experiencing more 
than its share of gay-bashings. As would be 
expected, these new complexes quickly took on 
a "neighborhood" atmosphere of there own. 
Suddenly, there were little gay complexes 
popping up all over. Although the largest gay 
percentages seemed to be at whichever place 
was the new "hot" spot, all of these complexes 
offered a good sized gay and lesbian population. 


At the same time, first time home buyers were 
caught up in the "Great little fixer-upper on a 
decent street" syndrome. The only problem was 
putting up with the horrible neighbors next door. 

Well, we’re now in the Nineties and the "Gay 
Ghetto" seems long gone. 

Those great new complexes of the Eighties have 
lost most of their appeal and many homeowners 
who have stuck it out seem to have as little

In a quiet basement in the 
town of Boyertown, you 
can find Bob Koch 
spinning out potter’s wheel 
masterpieces from dusk to 
dawn. When we stopped 
to visit he was working on 
a large shallow bowl from 
his collection which he calls "Functional 
Stoneware". You may have seen Bob’s work at 
various shows throughout the area as well as at 
his annual stand at the MAYFAIR festival. Under 
the watchful eye of his canine buddy, he 
masterfully spins lifeless clay lumps into 
beautiful pieces of pottery which when 
completed will take on a simple elegance for use 
as a decorative display or in serving a fine dish. 

Having grown up in Boyertown, Bob majored in 
art at Kutztown University. After a short stay in 
California, he moved back to the area in 1987 
and has been creating pottery and glasswork 
ever since. He previously had a workshop in 
Huff’s Church, however decided to move it into 
his basement when he purchased his home 
about a year ago. 

Now he is able to 
work from morning till 
night producing his 
pieces to offer at 
various shows on the 
weekends. When 
asked what he 




thought was the hardest thing 
to make, he jokingly replied 
"a good relationship" 
however, after a moment he 
answered that the wide 

based, low objects were often 
troublesome. You would have difficulty believing 
this however to watch him at work. This time of 
year he is often kept busy making complete 
dinner sets for people who want something 

special for the holiday gatherings. Looking 

through his samplings of berry strainers, bowls, 
pitchers, mugs and plates, you are quick to 
realize how functional his art is. As he claims, 
his pottery is safe for use in the oven, 
microwave and dishwasher which certainly 

makes it that much more appreciated. He 
generally doesn’t stick with a particular glazing 
pattern for more than a year, so if you are trying 
to collect an entire set, you should be aware of 
when the supply will be exhausted. 

After the tour of his workshop, Bob was able to 
show some of his favorite works distributed 
throughout his home. His beautiful, modern 
kitchen was nicely accented by the tile floor of 
which he made himself. Hanging in his living 
room was an untitled work which he claimed to 
be his favorite. It is pictured along with a 
sampling of some of his functional stoneware, 
some earlier pottery, and some of his glass 
works. He pointed out that he would soon be 

receiving a new 
glass kiln , which, 
after arrival, would 
probably possess 
the bulk of his 
attention. While 
touring his home, 
his own modesty 
became apparent as he often bypassed his own 
works and called our attention to items created 
by friends. Bob’s creations, however functional, 
would be just as well suited for display on the 
fireplace mantle as for use in serving the 
morning breakfast. Our photos can not do justice 
in showing the subtle variations of color 
throughout his pieces. If you have the chance to 
see one of his shows, you can truly appreciate 
the soothing characteristics Bob incorporates

influence on their neighborhood as if they were 
the only gay person living in town. When asked 
where the "neighborhood" is, no true answer can 
be given. When asked where people rent, the 
answer often becomes "I live at so and so, and 
there are a few other gay people living there”. 
When asked where the gay community buys 
homes, it is often heard jokingly replied, "Out of 
town”. 

It seems sad that as our local community comes 
together, and strives for equal rights and 
treatment, we are scattered further apart. 
Perhaps, on the other hand, this a sign that we 
are slowly progressing, becoming accepted by 
the population as a whole, and no longer forced 
to live in tightly knit groups for support and 
protection. A utopian thought would be that 
when asked where our "neighborhood" is, we 
can reply "Anywhere you choose to live, we are 
accepted as part of the community at large, and 
therefore have no need to relegate ourselves to 
a particular area"! 





Recently the Colorado Supreme Court 
gave a boost to Gay and Lesbian rights 
by declaring Amendment 2 
unconstitutional. In a step backwards 
however, the allegedly pro-gay rights 
Governor, Roy Romer, decided to send 
the case to the Supreme Court for 
appeal. As is often the story, it would 
appear that this elected official is more 
concerned with counting assumed votes 
than with holding to any sense of 
integrity. It now is left to the Supreme 
Court to make the decision on an 
amendment that should have never 
seen the light of day. In related matters, 
Gays and lesbians in Idaho, Oregon, 
and Florida are being subjected to more 
of the same senseless bigotry through 
anti-gay rights measures in all three 
States. Surely the outcome of these 
votes will be watched closely by the 
community as a whole.
